At 12 o’elock the Fair was formal- 
ly opened by an address by His Ex- 
cellency, Goy. Brogden, delivered 
from the Grand Stand. 

The display of machinery, farm 
implements, riding vehicles, farm, 
orchard and garden products, horses, 
cattle, sheep, hogs, poultry, house 
furnishing articles, ladies handiwork, 
&e., &e., exceeds that of any previous 
exhibition, and refleets grea. credit 
on the management, 

Col. Thomas M. Holt, the indefat- 
igable President, was present super- 
intending the receipt and arrange- 
mentof the thousand and one arti- 
cles, and by his eminently practicas 
ble suggestions, avoiding all eontfu- 
siou Which is so common on such 
occasions, 

Major John C. Winder, the agree- 
able aud cuergetic Secretary was cou- 
stantly at his post, and by his system- 
atic arraugement and gentlemanly 
assistants, gave satisfaction to all ex- 
hibitors, Prominent among his as- 
sistants, hard at work, we found Maj. 
P. A. Wiley, the popular Treasurer, 
and EB. A. Vogler, Esq., of Salem, 
one of the most enterprising citizens 
of the State, 

The moderate fail of rain on Mons 
day night Jaid the dust and left the 
track in excellent condition, aud we 
may therefore look for good time to 
be made by the numerous far-famed 
race horses which have been entered 
for the races, 

Our citizens from the country who 
come in their vehicles will be allow. 
ed to drive in the enclosure and hitch 
and feed their teams where they will 
not be molested, without charge. 
Our farmers will greatly appreciate 
this arrangement, and we look for a 
larger attendance than on any pres 
vious year. 

We will take oceasion to speak in 
detail as much as possible, of the 
yratifying display of our products, 
and the results of the skill of our me- 
chanics andartisans, but must reserve 
the description of most of the depart- 
ments until to-morrow. 

It may be remarked in passing that 
the machinery in place anc ato work 
in the hall set apart therefor, is con- 
ceded by all to be the largest and best 
exhibition ever witnessed in Caro- 
lina. It would alone repay a week's 
careful inspection. 

Floral Hall is rapidiy filling up. In 
spite of the frosts of last spring the 
fine apples of many varieties, from 
(;uilford, are here, with grapes and 
other fruits, wines, brandies, cordials, 
&e. Mrs. Wilson, our old friend, is 
here again with her share of innum- 
erable articles in the household des 
partment. Bread, cakes, confection- 
ery, butter, cheese, and the great 
army of good things find their appro- 
priate place too. W.C. Stronach lias 
filled his stands handsomely with 
fine groceries, and tempting candies, 
fruits, and a great variety of articies 
for the table. 

In this hail we also find a very ex- 
tensive variety of plants, grown by 
Capt. C. B. Denson, of Kelvyn Nur- 
sery, Pittsboro. Besides several hun- 
dred greenhouse plants, he exhibits 
over eighty varieties of distinct eyers 
greens, a large number of which 
being too large forconvenient display 
in the ball, are planted in trenches 
on the front, He also has thirty-two 
varieties of ornamental shade and 
lawn trees, grown in, and adapted to 
North Carolina. He has also a col 
lection of thirty varieties of rare exotic 


| ferns—among them are thesilver and 


golden terns of various sorts, 

Prof. Fairebild has a beautiful eol- 
lection of Dahlias very neatly arf- 
ranged. Wehave referred to his con 
tribution in the departinent of vege- 
tables in another place. 

To-morrow we will report upon the 
liberal contributions of the ladies in 
the hall ab ove. 

Altogether, with the fine opening 
prospects, and the beautiful weather, 
we may congratulate our friends, Col. 
Holt, the hard-working President, 
and the gentlemen of the Executive 
Committee, upon the brilliant open- 
ing ofthe Fair of 1575, Let every~ 
body go to-day to see our State and 
her people in their strength. 

AGRICULTURAL HALI. 


This bali holds a display of the 
finest garden vegetabies and speci- 
mens or field crops that we have ever 
seen. Among these, on the north side, 
may be found between thirty and 
forty varieties of vegetables from 
Prof. Fairchild’s market garden. 

The Superintendent of the Insane 
Asylum contributes splendid speci- 
mens from the garden of that insti- 
tution ; among these are bundles of 
fine celery, potatoes weighing over 
five pounds each, ant cabbages, egg 
plants, turnips, &c., of very superior 
character. The mammoth squash 
from Forsyth comes next, with a 
very large and handsome collection 
of vegetables from the garden of Mrs. 
Mordecai. Among the éield crops, 


| is the finest specimen of white rye 
ever exhibited, according to good 


judges. It is from the county of 
Chatham. The corn cannot be ex- 
celled, particularly the beautifal 


white bread corn. Mr. Petrie, of 
Stokes County, exhibits a mam- 
moth corn containing 1,000 to 1,200 
grains on the ear, the result of 25 
years selection of seed. He claims to 
raise 125 bushels to the acre of this 
corn. Also, the Mexican red oats, 
by T. A. Granger, of Wayne, and 
many other fine things, including 
peas and beans of all kinds, potatoes, 
wheat, turnips, &. A box of 540 
cotton bolls, 8 locks to the boll, and 
40 bolls to the pound. 

The centre of the hall is occupied 
by a fine display of Sewing Machines 
—at the eastern end, we find the 
Grover & Baker Machines, of two 
distinct kinds, some handsome faney 
work made upon them accompanies 
them. 

In the centre, the Singer Macbines 
are arranged, and next the Reming- 
ton Sewing Machines,type writer and 
fire arms, next comes the Howe Ma- 
ehines, and finally the neat display 
of the Wheeler & Wilson Company. 
At the west end, Mr. Jas. M. Lamb 
hus a nice collection of greenhouse 
plants, shrubbery, evergreens, &c.,

I commenced farming in the year 
1819 and continued until my nDegroes 
were freed. During that time, owing 
to severe droughts, I failed twice to 
make corn enough to do me longer 
than the month of May.
